Out* by one
they were repealed by the Republican
party, so tbat under the policy of thut
party to-day, tbero is not levied by the
United States on any article made in this
country, on any property existing
in tbiu country, or any in«u living in this
country tor these internal taxes, except
on whisky, tobacco aud beor, and who¬
ever there is a public demand for reliev¬
ing those taxes I am willing to j)himy
Democratic friends in repealing them.

tueen the Secretary ol the State ol the
United States and the Envoy lictra-
ordinary and Mlnliter Plenipotentiary ol
Hor M.ijisty, the Qiaen He tent ol Spain,
accredited tothe Governmunt of the United
SiAtea ol America,, now, therefore, I.Gro-
ver Cleveland, President of the United
Slates ol America, by virtue of tho author¬
ity vested in me by ueotlou 4.228, of the
Kevified Statutes of the United States, do
hereby declare and proclaim that from
ami after this, my proclamation,

Tills state ol BtTuiru reached a climax to¬
day, when the woman ordered Oronin
to pack up his things and leave the
house.
The enraged man instantly pulled out a

refblver and tired twice, both shots takiug
effect in Mrs. Orouin's forehead, but
neither proving surlous, an f ir. The mo¬
ment slui was shot she ran across the
streot and sought refuge in the bouse ol a

neighbor, Oronin made hie way to the
yaid with the evident intention ol climb¬
ing the fence, and escaping through a
back alley. Ho altered his mind, how¬
ever, and Mixing an axo that lay in the
yard, he ascended into a low garrctt
over the lower room of the house,
nailed the trap door down, and defied the
authorities, statinu that his pistol still
contsiued five cartridges, and he wonid
kill the first man who attempted toc<ge
him. By this tiiue fully live hundred
people had gathered on the street, and
the excitement was intense, Police con¬
stables, deputy sheriffs, and filially
Sheriff Deer himself came upon tho scene
and a lively time ensued in the effort to
capture the defiant man. He held the
whole crowd at bay at the point of his
pistol aimed through a v indow.
The wrath of the people arose to such a

height that tulk of burning down the
shanly or lynching the man was freely in¬
dulged in. Ladders were raised to the
rooi of the house, and efforts made to
reach the window in that way, but
Cronln shoved the ladder aside each time,
and brandished his pistol in the face of
the crowd, which carefully retreated
behind au adjacent building. Cayenne
pepper was also thrown into the
room, bat to uo avail, »nd two hours were
passed iu this way, until finally the defi¬
ant man consented to surrender to the ol-
(lours under tha condition that he be al¬
lowed to retain bis w maun and see hit
wile belore going to jtil. Tills was grant¬
ed. Oroniu win taken to the house
where his wile lay, but on entering the
hall made a move as if to again draw his
revolver, lolly determined, it seemed, to
succeed in the murder ho had attempted.
It was with great difficulty that he was
golteu Irom the house through the crowd.
He was takeu belore Magistrate Kckin-
stine and by liiin committed for a hearing
on Bmurdny. The feeling against
Orcniu here is profound, and it is gener-
sily helh veil tli.it ids idea iu fortifying
himself in the garret was to escape the
fury of the peoplo. He is employed here
by tho owner oi the (irolT House.
